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Transportation plans 
lacking, experts say 

City, province must work toward 'imagining our future': Dal prof

To some residents, fast ferries 
are just fast fixes. 

HRM needs a long-term vision 
for transit, said Laena Garrison 
with the Ecology Action Centre. 

“In HRM, the regional plan is a 
good first start, but we’re still 
lacking a really comprehensive vi¬ 
sion for transportation.” 

The issue came up at last 
week’s Citizens for Halifax meet¬ 
ing where Frank Palermo, a pro¬ 
fessor of planning at Dalhousie 
University, said the fast ferry is 
just a reaction to a commuting 


problem. 

“We have to find a way of imag¬ 
ining our future,” he said. 

But the whole province, not 
just the urban areas, needs a plan, 
said Halifax MP Alexa McDo¬ 
nough. 

“It’s also necessary for the 
province to step up to the plate 
because we need some kind of 
overall approach to urban and ru¬ 
ral transit,” she said. 

“There’s a complete vacuum 


there at the present and that’s 
what a lot of these initiatives are 
trying to get at so we need a coor¬ 
dinated strategy.” 

McDonough stood beside na¬ 
tional NDP Leader Jack Layton on 
Thursday as he pledged federal 
money for public transit. She said 
city council is lacking vision and 
leadership. 

“But we do have an election 
coming and hope springs eter¬ 
nal,” she said. 


Mayor Peter Kelly said they do 
have a plan for transit — a five- 
year, $150 million strategy in fact. 

“That’s a clear vision, clear di¬ 
rection and it’s a clear desire to 
enhance what we have as dollars 
permit,” he said. 

The objectives are to boost ru¬ 
ral transit, add more rapid transit, 
plus add new buses to the fleet to 
keep up with demand. 

“We’re looking at flying to en¬ 
sure that we reduce the time- 
frames involved with going from 
place to place, trying to reduce 
the overcrowding on some of 
these runs, and we’re trying to en¬ 
hance the service to make it more 
user friendly,” Kelly said.

Beach opening makes splash 

Cleanup project making many harbour areas swimmable once again

Colleen Murphy used to 
swim in the harbour 
decades ago. On Saturday, 
she was back. 

“We had a wharf out 
there. We used to jump off 
of it all day long,” she said 
at the re-opening ceremony 
of Dingle Beach. “It’s just 
nice to be back in there. It’s 
a piece of history.” 

Despite rain and cold 
weather, dozens of people 
took the plunge into waters 
at the Dingle and nearby 
Black Rock Beach, which 
are now swimmable thanks 
to the $333-million Har¬ 
bour Solutions project. 

Mayor Peter Kelly was 
clearly enjoying the mo¬ 
ment. 

“This time last year when 
you looked in you wouldn’t 
even contemplate going 
near the water,” he said. 
“But today when you walk 
by there’s no smell, no 


brown floatables, no white 
fish. It is a nice, clear, clean 
body of water.” 

The beaches had long 
been too polluted for peo¬ 
ple, after years of 200 mil¬ 
lion litres of sewage per day 
flowing into the harbour. 
But with two waste treat¬ 
ment plans online and a 
third nearing completion, 
recent testing showed the 
water was again safe to 
swim in. 

Kelly called the project 
money well spent, and said 
costs would have been 
much higher had they wait¬ 
ed. 

“In Victoria right now 
they haven’t moved for¬ 
ward and their costs are 
expected to be $1.4 billion. 
If we had waited again for 
another five or six million 
years this cost would have 
doubled or tripled as well. 
Probably closer to the $1 
billion mark,” he said.

With apologies to world- 
champion kayaker Adam 
van Koeverden, and per¬ 
haps a few others in this 
country, there will be no 
gold medals for Canadians 
at the coming Olympics in 
Beijing. 

So says Daniel K. N. John¬ 
son, an economics profes¬ 
sor from B.C. who devised a 
formula in 1999 that has 
enabled him to forecast 
with uncanny accuracy 
how countries will fare at 
the Olympics. 

Johnson is predicting 
Canada will finish 16th in 
Beijing. Before the Athens 
Olympics in 2004, he pre¬ 
dicted the United States 
would win 103 medals, in¬ 
cluding 37 golds. The U.S. 
team wound up with exact¬ 
ly 103 medals, 35 of which 
were gold. His formula’s 


• U.S.A.: 103 medals, 33 gold 

• Russia: 95 medals, 28 gold 

• China: 89 medals, 44 gold 

• Germany: 66 medals, 18 gold 

• Japan: 37 medals, 16 gold 

• Hungary: 31 medals, 10 gold 

• Italy: 29 medals, eight gold 

• G. Britain: 28 medals, three gold 

overall medal accuracy ex¬ 
ceeds 94 per cent. 

Johnson, who teaches at 
Colorado College, uses a 
formula that considers per- 
capita income, population, 
climate, political structure 
and home-nation advan¬ 
tage. 

“We use no information 
about athletes, about their 
training programs, about 
how they’ve done in previ¬ 
ous games,” Johnson said. 
“It’s just pure economics.” 

His formula’s success 
rate has beaten “every 
bookie on the market,” he 
said. “It’s beaten Sports Il¬ 
lustrated and all the 
Olympic committees, na¬ 
tional and international. It 
surprises even us that such 
a simple model performs

Beijin 
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Hayden looks to medal 

Swimmer from Mission, B.C., hoping to make a splash at Olympics

Only one Canadian, we’re 
told, has any shot whatso¬ 
ever of making a big 
splash in the swimming 
pool at the Olympic 
Games in Beijing. 

He’s a world champion 

— Brent Hayden of Mis¬ 
sion, B.C. — but, frankly, 
we can’t even be overly op¬ 
timistic about his chances. 

“He should make the fi¬ 
nal,” says Byron MacDon¬ 
ald, CBC’s swimming ana¬ 
lyst, “but I don’t think he’ll 
reach the podium.” 

So how can a 24-year-old 
world champion in the 
prime of his career not be 
a medal favourite? 

Well, first, let’s clarify: 
Hayden is actually the 
world’s co-champion, be¬ 
cause he and Italy’s Fillip- 
po Magnini were co-win¬ 
ners of the men’s 100-me- 
tre freestyle race during 
last season’s world cham¬ 
pionships. Second, Hay¬ 
den’s best time of 48.30 
would only place him 
ninth in the world at this 
point. And, third, Hayden 
suffered a back injury in 
the winter, which appears 
to have slowed him down 

— at least a bit. 

And you wouldn’t be¬ 


lieve how he was hurt. It 
wasn’t in a pool or in a 
gym. No, it happened 
while he was, er, model¬ 
ling for a photo shoot. (He 
was promoting the Speedo 
LZR suit in Los Angeles in 
March.) 

“All the hours of posing,” 
he said. “The back just 
tightened up on me.” 

While he still competed 
at the Canadian Olympic 
trials in April and won his 
100-metre freestyle race, 
Hayden was rushed after¬ 
ward to hospital, where 
tests revealed a small, 
nerve-touching bulge in a 
lower-back disk. 

Training has been diffi¬ 
cult for him since, but he 
insists he’s ready for the 
Olympics. 

Even asthma, which he 
was diagnosed with two 
years ago, doesn’t discour¬ 
age him. 

“There’ll be no excuses,” 
he said. “I’m going for 
gold.” 

As soon as he got gold at 
the 2007 world champi¬ 
onships in Australia, Hay¬ 
den became recognized as 
the one Canadian swimmer 
with a legitimate chance to 
earn an individual medal in 
Beijing. He is also a podium 
threat with the rest of the 
men’s 4x200-metre free¬ 
style team.

The pressure’s on, cer¬ 
tainly, but “my relaxed at¬ 
titude keeps me ground¬ 
ed,” he said. “I want to win 
a medal and I’m not wor¬ 
ried about what other peo¬ 
ple expect.” 

Hayden has overcome 
adversity before. 


Shortly before his ac¬ 
complishments in Aus¬ 
tralia, his grandfather 
died. 

“He was the last person I 
was thinking about before 
I got onto the block and 
my first thought after I re¬ 
alized I won the gold 
medal,” Hayden said. “It 
was really hard trying not 
to cry in my interviews be¬ 
cause I knew I wasn’t go¬ 
ing to see him when I got 
home.” 

And shortly after swim¬ 


ming in the Olympics in 
Athens four years ago, Hay¬ 
den inadvertently walked 
into a street demonstra¬ 
tion while out on the town 
and wound up being beat¬ 
en by Greek police officers. 

“I saw a psychologist be¬ 
cause of that,” he said. “It 
took me months to get 
over it. When I tried to get 
back into training, I’d have 
mental breakdowns and 
would start crying.” 

He hopes to be crying 
tears of joy in Beijing.

If you own a seasonal tourist business you may be eligible 
to pay property taxes at 75% of the municipal commercial 
tax rate. 

A seasonal tourist business is 

• a restaurant, a roofed accommodation (hotel, motel, 
inn), or a campground 

• closed for at least four months in the taxation year 
(April 1 to March 31). It is no longer necessary that the 
months be consecutive. 

In order to be eligible for the reduced commercial tax rate, 
property owners must apply each year and demonstrate 
that their seasonally operated tourist business meets the 
criteria outlined in the application form. 

The deadline for receiving applications is September 1.

Do you feel like you have to 
pee all the time? You’re cer¬ 
tainly not alone. You may 
have a bladder infection or 
an infection in another part 
of your urinary tract (ure¬ 
thra, ureters or kidneys). 

Urinary tract infections are 
a common problem in 
women, and may be more 
prevalent in the summer. 

"UTIs can arise if you're de¬ 
hydrated, and there is defi¬ 
nitely more dehydration in 
the summer months," says Dr. 

Dan Ezekiel, a family doctor 
in Vancouver. These infec¬ 
tions often occur in women 
after sex and "maybe there is 
more sex going on in the sum¬ 
mer," surmises Dr. Ezekiel. 

Signs of a UTI are: burning 
sensation when you pee; 
needing to go pee often; feel¬ 
ing the urge to urinate even 
when you don't need to; leak¬ 
ing urine; blood in the urine; 
fever; feeling sick. If you have 
these signs, you should see a 
doctor, who can treat the in¬ 
fection with antibiotics and 
also rule out a more serious 
illness. 

The best way to prevent 
UTIs is to drink plenty of flu¬ 
ids, as they will help flush 
away the infection. Cran¬ 
berry juice — especially the 
unsweetened kind found in 
health food stores — is useful 
in helping prevent these in¬ 
fections. Dr. Ezekiel also sug¬ 
gests cleaning your genital 
area well and/or douching Two ways to prevent urinary tract infections are to drink plenty 
after having intercourse. of fluids and to avoid holding your urine.

MAD ALL OVER (AGAIN): 

The only time my vaca¬ 
tion felt like exile was 
when I realized I’d be 
missing the season two 
premiere of AMC’s Mad 
Men. 

Thankfully, this is 
2008, not 1962, and the 
magic of the internet will 
solve almost anything, 
though thanks to two 
weeks in the Nova Scotia 
countryside meant that 
I’d missed the final, fever 
pitch of the US$8 million 
dollar promotional cam¬ 
paign AMC put behind 
the show. 

It apparently paid off, 
with nearly two million 
viewers tuning in for the 
return of Don Draper and 
the men and women of 
Sterling Cooper, though 
the numbers for Sunday’s 
episode will tell how 
many new pairs of eyes 
Mad Men has retained. 

For all the praise the 
show has received — and 
the critical consensus fol¬ 
lowing the season debut 
was almost universally 
agog — it has to be re¬ 
membered that Mad 
Men’s numbers are still a 


fraction of, say, the aver¬ 
age audience for an 
episode of House. 

While the show’s view¬ 
ers are largely part of a 
demographic that adver¬ 
tisers crave — adult pro¬ 
fessionals earning more 
than $ 1001c a year — it re¬ 
mains to be seen whether 
simple economics might 
see the show succeed it¬ 
self right off the sched¬ 
ule, proving itself a luxu¬ 
ry, not an asset, for AMC.

In the meantime, the 
show has become a cul¬ 
tural event, influencing 
fashion — Michael Kors 
new line is openly influ¬ 
enced by the styles of the

Herman Miller office fur¬ 
niture for their Mad Men 
windows — while the 
prominent placement of 
a book of poetry by Frank 
O’Hara rocketed the 
book thousands of spots 
up on amazon.com. 

Disappointment is my 
constant friend, but I 
can’t say that creator 
Mark Weiner, the show’s 
cast and writers have 
lapsed into complacency 
with the season’s first 
two episodes. 

Set barely a year and a 
half in the future from 
season one’s finale, there 
are few new characters, 
but it’s obvious that the 
women — especially the 
trio of Betty (January 
Jones), Peggy (Elizabeth 
Moss) and Joan (Christina 
Hendricks) — are going 
to feature more this sea¬ 
son. 

The men of Mad Men 
haven’t proved to be as 
fascinating overall, 

though Paul Kinsey’s 
beard is clearly a harbin¬ 
ger of coming social tur¬ 
moil. 

Still a brooding cipher 
despite the revelations of 


the first season, the 
show’s nominal protago¬ 
nist, Jon Hamm’s Draper, 
doesn’t have much to of¬ 
fer so far besides some 
incipient health prob¬ 
lems. 

By Sunday’s episode, 
Vincent Kartheiser’s oily, 
opportunistic Pete was 
yielding more abundant 
dramatic dividends, and 
it’s hard to imagine him 


receding into the back¬ 
ground, especially since 
he’s one of the few em¬ 
ployees of Sterling Coop¬ 
er who, to quote Bob Dy¬ 
lan, doesn’t need a 
weatherman to know 
which way the wind is 
blowing.
